Archhishop of Dublin has grranged to 
ite the Rev. Keith M. Dunlop, M.A, to 
the parish of Chapelizod at a special Service to 
be held in that church on Thursday next ai 
3.15 p.m. 

The following appointments have been made 
in the Diocese of Kilmore by the respective 
boards of nomination:—The Rev: Hugh P. 
Woodhouse, B.D., to the incumbency of Billis; 
the Rev. A. McDougall, B.A., to the in- 
cumbency of Arvagh; and the Rev. Robert J. 
Walker, B.A., to the inmcumbency of Ballin- 
temple. 

rs.‘ Frances Elizabeth Bryant, of Valley 
View House, Belvidere, Bath, the widow of Mr. 
Richard Bryant, has, by her will, bequeathed 
the sum of £10,000, together with her residence 
and the bulk of her household effects, to the 
Rev. Frederick Basil Kerr Thompson, Curate- 
Assistant of Christ Church, Bath, and formerly

A telegram from Nagpur on Thursday states : 
The resolution put before the Indian National 
Congress detailed the steps to be taken pending 
the putting into force of the non-violeut, non- 
co-operation scheme. Parents are to be called 
upon to withdraw their children under sixteen 
from State-aided and State-dwned scliools, and 
provision is to be made for training: in national 
schools. Students of sixteen are to be called 
upon to withdraw from State-aided and State- 
owned institutions, and either devote themselves 
to the non-co-operation movement or continue 
their studies in national institutions. ‘Trustees, 
managers, and teachers in State institutions are 
to be ¢alled upon to heip to nationalise them. 
Lawyers are to be called upon to make a greater 
effort to suspend practice and devote their at- 
tention to national service. Meichants anid 
traders, in order tó make India economically 
independent, are to be called upon to carry out 
a gradual boycott of foreign trade relations, 
and to encourage hand-spinning and hand-weav- 
ing. A scheme of economic poycott is to be 
planned and formulated by a committee of ex- 
perts to be nominated by the All-India Congress 
Committee, and every section and every man 
and woman in the country is to be called upon 
to make the utmost possible contributions of 
self-sacrifice to the national movement.

Adjoining Mr. Hallinan’s premises is the branch 
of the Munster and Leinster Bank, and for a 
time it was feared that these premises would 
fall a victim to the flames, but thanks to the 
efforts of the Fire Brigade, the police, and other 
local assistance, the bank wag saved.

SEVERAL MEN ARRESTED. 

An official report issued from Dublin Castle 
reports that a police patrol of four men was 
attacked at Batlybay, in the Carrickmacross 
district, on Saturday night. Two of them 
were wounded. In another patrol going to 
their assistance one constable was killed, and 
another was wounded. ‘The civilian casualties 
are one killed and several wounded. 
Verey lights from the barracks re- 
vealed a large number of men round 
about. Owing to the roads being blocked a 
military relief party was unable to reach Bally- 
bay until the early hours of yesterday morning. 

Our Dundalk Correspondent telegraphs :—De- 
tails are to hand here of a dreadful affair 
in Ballybay, Co. Monaghan, on Saturday night, 
as a result of which a policeman and a civilian 
were shot dead, three auxiliary constables were 
seriously wounded, and many arrests were 
made. 

At 9 o'clock on New Years night four Bally- 
bay policemen were patrolling the main streeé 
of the town when an armed attack was made 
upon them from the neighbouring gateways on 
both sides of the street. The police returned 
the fire, and their numbers. were augmented 
by the arrival of three other constables from 
the barracks further up the town. 

The fight was a proionged one. The police 
continued to fire until almost all their am- 
munition had been expended, and the attackers 
replied to them from all sides. 

Meanwhile, the remainder of the poliee garti- 
son in the barracks sent up Verey lights for 
assistance. The lights were eent up con- 
tinuously for four and a half hours. The 
police and military at Dundalk, a distance of 
24 miles, picked up the signals, and relief 
parties were at once despatched.

In these he had proved himself a 
capable official, and when it became clear that 
Biilow must fall there was hardly a visible 
rival to him for the succession to the Imperial 
Chancellorship. 

History will judge Bethmann-Holiweg> by his 
conduct of German eafiaire during the tragic 
days of July, 1914, and during the firet three 
years of the war. But in arriving at that 
judgment history will find some aid, st least, 
In a review of Bethwiann-Hollweg’s actions as 
Imperial Chancellor daring the five years which 
went before the war. That aid. however, will 
be less in the case-of Bethmann-Hellweg than 
might be expected.’ The public judgment 
of him in July, 1914. just: before the war broke 
out, was very much what it was in July, 1909, 
when he was first appointed. As I i 
Chancellor he constantly evarled disaster both 
abroad and at home, without ever declaring 
himself sufficiently to have been held plainly 
responsihle for disaster if it should have come. 
When Germany went to war Bethmann Holl- 
weg—tried in the fire of that great event— 
revealed in two phrases both bis unfitness for 
the post he held and hie quasi-philosophic ten- 
i to conceal that unfitness under 


that the necessity w 
compelled Germany to hack her way through 
the neutrality of Belgigm and Luxembourg will 
be infamous for ever in history. They had a 
semblance of honesty, but the semblance was in 
reality little more than the weakness of a man 
who, confronted by a great emergency, fell back 
upon the founts of his own émotionalism. They 
were the apologies of a weak man trying to don 
the strength of the mantle of truth, though 
knowing all the time that men stronger.than he 
were responsible for the wrongs which he was 
attempting to justify. 

In a leading article Tie Times says :—Al- 
though Herr von Bethmann Hollweg had sunk into 
utter obscurity since his downfall, the death of 
the man who was Chancellor when Germany 
plunged a peaceable world into war cannot pass 
wholly unnoticed. History cannot bury in con- 
temptuous oblivion: the memory of the feeble 
“ pacifiet,” who, against his own better judg- 
ment, suffered the military party to drive him 
into an adventure fata] to his earlier policy, to 
his own reputation and position, and, in the 
end, disastrous to his accomplices and to his 
country. His exposition of Germen conceptions 
of honour and of right im his final interview 
with Sir Edward Goschen, the British Ambásaa- 
dor, and in his speech to the Reichstag on the 
violation of Belgmm, brands his name for all 
ages with a stain that is indelible.

For several years he was Senior Demonstrator 


of Anatomy, and was subsequently College 
Anatomist, at the Schools of Surgery of the 
Royal College of Surgeons. - He was formerly 
Examiner in Physics at the Conjoint Examine 
tions of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and wes also Examiner in Biology, 
amd later in Pathology and in Physiology, at the 
Apothecaries’ Hall, Ireland. One oí his first 
publications was “ Pathology of the (Esophagus,” 
in 1878. for which he was awarded ‘the gold 
medal of the Patho'gical Society. Several 
other ‘technical works and over two thousand 
reviews and editorial articles in medical and 
scientific journals came from his pen: whilst in 
1912 he wrote “The Last Iliness of Lord 
Byron.” Dr. Knott was fond of travelling, and 
devoted mach of his lesure time to the stud 
ofs art, ethnology, and comparative religion. 
The funeral will take place privately.

The quarterly 
tax amounts to three-tenths of the full annual 
tax, and in the case of a “ Ford” car would be 
£6 18s. (three-tenths of £23). If the cer is not 
used, no tax is payable on it. In Treland tho 
provisions of the Finance Act regardiny 
quarterly licences appear to me to be absolutely 
annu by the “ official notice ” from the Chief 
Secretary's Office, Dublin Castle, published in 
your issue of 3let ult, where it is stated—‘ No 
permit to have, “gh” or use a motor vehicle 
in Ireland will be allowed to remain in force 
after February 28th next, unless the prescribed 
duty has been paid for the car in respect of 
which the permit has been granted.” 

Now, supposing an owner wishes to use his 
car for one or two quarters in the year only 
and pays the licence duty, under the provisions 
of the -recent “ official notice” he cannot ob- 


tain a permit to “ heave” or “ keep ” it for the

CLERICAL INCOMES.

Sim,—The poorer clergy of the Church of 
Ireland owe much to you for your article and 
to Mr. Garvey for his able letter on the above 
subject. It is hopeful that there are some ‘who 
are not labouring under the delusion that the 
Special Synod solved the financial difficulties of 
poverty-stricken clergy. It is an unfortunate 
fact that many, both clergy and laity, wero 
lulled to sleep by the amount of oratory dis- 
played at the Special Synod. How many times 
since have & heard: “ So all the clergy are to 
get £400 a year now!”’ 
With reference to the Central Emergency 
Fund, it is ya right to say that Mr. Garvey 
and other faithful laity have given considerable 
time and money to make this Fund a success in 
its work of helping the poorer clergy. If it has 
not been so successful as one would wish, the 
fault lies with the dioceses and individuals that 
have not supported it. Mr. Garvey is right in 
saying that there is no weight in the argument 
that the Fund savours of a charitable ‘appeal. 
It is no more a charitable appeal than tho 
Auxiliary Fund was. The Auxi lary Fund was 
an appeal to the laity to do the right for the 
Church, and the Emergency Fund is an eppeal 
to do the right for the Church’s clergy. 
I hope that Mr. Garvey will forgive me if I 
esk him to rectify one fault in the distribution 
of the Emergency Fund. At present, I believe,
